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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  health,  vital  statistics  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  for  the  year  1954. 

Although  the  general  death  rate  for  the  district  is  satisfactory,  the  infant  death  rate 
and  still  birth  rate  is  rather  higher  than  usual,  nevertheless,  the  general  trend  of  vital 
I statistics  is  satisfactory,  a fairly  wide  fluctuation  being  expected  in  a small  district. 
The  conversion  to  main  drainage  for  the  parishes  of  Flitwick,  Westoning  and 
Harlington  is  now  complete.  Several  other  areas  are  urgently  in  need  of  main  drainage, 

, particularly  the  village  of  Cranfield  where  there  exists  what  are  virtually  open  sewers ’ 
and  old  village  drains  discharge  untreated  sewage  into  water  courses.  However,  this 
I still  leaves  a large  part  ot  the  district  where  night  soil  collection  and  cesspool  emptying 
continues  on  an  ever  increasing  scale,  bringing  with  it  the  very  difficult  problem  of 
proper  disposal  of  collected  material,  which  needs  urgent  attention. 

Although  a total  of  191  new  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  and  by  private  enter- 
I Pr’se  during  the  year  the  demand  for  them  remains  unabated  and  until  quite  a lot  more 
houses  are  provided,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  eliminate  the  large  amount  of  sub-standard 
and  insanitary  property  existing  in  some  of  the  villages. 

\\  hooping  cough,  in  a mild  form,  was  prevalent  during  the  year  and  an  outbreak 
of  infective  hepatitis  occurred  in  Cranfield. 

The  County  Report  ot  the  1951  Census  was  published  during  the  year  and  revealed 
some  interesting  facts.  The  population  of  Bedfordshire  increased  from  63,393  in  1801 
to  206,462  in  1921.  At  this  time  the  population  of  Ampthill  Rural  District  was  17  329 
it  had  risen  slightly  in  1931  to  17,482,  and  in  1951  it  had  risen  to  22,957,  an  increase  in 
-0  vear*.  ot  31.3%,  only  8.3%  of  which  was  accounted  for  by  natural  increase  resulting 
in  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths.  A 23.0%  increase,  therefore,  being  due  to  inward 
migration.  No  indication  of  the  origin  of  this  increase  was  given  for  this  district  but 
taking  the  county  as  a whole,  out  of  every  1 ,000  of  the  population  60  persons  were  born 
in  Males,  Scotland  or  Ireland,  7 in  Commonwealth 'or  Colonial  countries  and  19  in 
foreign  countries.  An  analysis  of  the  population  in  certain  of  the  larger  parishes  is 
given  in  1 able  III  in  the  body  of  the  report,  and  a tabular  analysis  of  the  total  population 
showing  sex  and  age  structure  is  also  shown. 

6,824  dwellings  were  found  to  be  occupied,  including  33  caravans,  and  241  were 
vacant  at  the  time  of  the  Census.  A certain  amount  of  overcrowding  was  revealed; 
tor  instance  25  persons  were  enumerated  as  living  more  than  3 per  room,  218  persons 
more  than  2 per  room,  966  persons  more  than  \\  per  room  and  over  3,000  more  than  1 
per  room,  i.e.  1.10%  living  more  than  2 per  room  in  1951,  compared  with  2.39%  in  1931. 

his  indicates  a considerable  improvement,  although  still  not  satisfactory.  Something 
like  30%  ot  households  had  no  piped  water  supply,  4%  had  no  cooking  stoves,  19% 
no  kitchen  sinks,  59%  no  W.C.,  and  60%  no  fixed  bath.  Only  35%  of  households 
ad  the  exclusive  use  of  all  five  of  these  amenities.  Of  those  persons  not  living  in  private 
households,  28  were  living  in  hotels,  29  in  boarding  houses,  21  in  homes  for  the  aged, 
in  schools  and  children’s  homes,  139  in  hospitals  and  nursing  homes,  and  602  in 
miscellaneous  establishments. 

-0  distribution  of  the  population  between  the  various  social  classes  was  as  follows  : — 

- were  in  Social  Class  1 (Professional  occupations),  14%  in  Class  II  (Intermediate 
occupations),  43%  in  Class  III  (Skilled  occupations),  24%  in  Class  IV  (Partly  skilled 
occupations),  and  16%  in  Class  V (unskilled  occupations).  This  is  a rather  higher 
proportion  of  Class  V than  the  average  for  the  county  and  the  country. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  District  Council  and  the 
start  tor  their  help  and  co-operation.

3.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

From  a scenic  point  of  view  the  district  as  a whole  is  one  of  the  most  attractive 
and  beautiful  areas  in  Bedfordshire  and  as  yet  unspoiled  by  large  industrial  development. 

The  principal  employers  in  the  North  and  West  are  the  brickworks  at  Lidlington 
and  Ridgmont,  with  Stewartby  just  inside  the  Bedford  Rural  District.  1 here  are  also 
light  engineering  factories  at  Cranfield  and  Aspley  Guise.  Other  large  places  of  employ  - 
ment  are  the  Bovril  Factory  and  Ebonite  Works  at  Houghton  Conquest,  a brush  works 
at  Flitwick  and  a tool  factory  at  Westoning.  The  Aeronautical  College  at  Cranfield 
and  the  National  Institute  of  Agricultural  Engineering  at  Silsoe  have  greatly  added  to 
the  status  of  these  villages,  while  the  growth  of  Lower  Stondon  is  largely  due  to  the 
R.A.F.  Aerodrome  and  Training  Centre  at  Henlow  Camp. 

Flitwick,  served  by  a main  railway,  is  largely  a dormitory  area  for  Luton  and  Bedford 
where  manv  are  employed  in  the  factories  and  offices  of  these  large  towns.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  four  principal  sources  of  supply  continue  to  be  used  . 

(a)  Aspley  Guise  (Birchmoor)  Water  Works. 

Boreholes  in  greensand,  chlorinated  before  delivery  to  mams. 
Twenty-one  parishes  are  served  from  this  source.

Boreholes  in  greensand.  The  water  softened,  filtered  and  chlorinated  at

The  parish  of  Higham  Gobion  has  no  public  supply. 

Further  extensions  have  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  development  of 
founcil  Housing  Estates  which  now  makes  the  total  some  7,350  yards  of  3 in.  main  laid 
n connection  with  such  development  since  1946,  and  during  the  year  some  120  yards 
>f  3 in.  main  were  laid  in  connection  with  the  development  of  private  estates. 

The  supply  from  Birchmoor  has  a plumbo-solvent  action  as  a result  of  which  lead 
wiping  is  not  used  in  the  area  supplied. 

The  Clophill  supply  is  moderately  hard  and  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 

During  recent  years  the  use  of  water  for  irrigation  purposes  has  considerably  in- 
leased.  This  use  has  caused  considerable  anxiety  in  that  the  demands  are  made  in 
■xceptionally  dry  periods  and  cannot  be  foreseen  in  advance,  and  are  made  at  the  same 
ime  as  other  variable  demands  by  reason  of  other  agricultural  and  horticultural  and 
lomestic  increases.

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2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Disposal  Works  at  Aspley  Guise  deals  with  Asplcy  Guise  and  Aspley  Heath 
drainage,  together  with  the  Newport  Pagnell  R.D.  Parish  of  Woburn  Sands  in  a joint 
drainage  scheme. 

New  works  arc  well  advanced  which  will  provide  for  later  connections  of  sewers 
from  Husborne  Crawley  and  Ridgmont  in  this  district  and  additional  parts  of  Newport 
Pagnell  Rural  District. 

\YToburn  is  principally  owned  by  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  and  is  privately  sewered  to 
a Disposal  Works  owned  and  managed  by  the  Ducal  Estate  Office. 

In  connection  with  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Flitwick,  Harlington 
and  Westoning,  a further  112  properties  were  connected  to  the  sewers,  making  the  total 
number  of  properties  connected  some  1198,  which  indicates  that  some  92%  are  now 
connected  to  the  sewerage  system  in  the  villages  of  Flitwick,  Harlington  and  Westoning. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn,  Flitwick,  Westoning  and  Harlington, 
except  for  outlying  properties,  have  water  closets. 

In  the  remaining  parishes  a number  of  houses  have  w^ater  closets  draining  to  cess- 
pools, but  the  majority  have  earth  closets  with  pails. 

On  the  new  housing  estates,  all  Council  Houses  have  water  closets.  Where  the 
schemes  are  sufficiently  large  suitable  disposal  works  are  provided  and  in  other  cases 
cesspool  drainage. 

5.  SCAVENGING. 

During  the  year  the  Council  received  a report  on  the  system  of  collection  of  house 
refuse  operating  throughout  the  district  with  a view  to  the  frequency  of  collections  being 
increased. 

At  the  time  of  making  the  report,  six  parishes  only  were  collected  at  fortnightly 
intervals,  while  the  remainder  of  the  district  had  an  average  collection  at  six-weekly 
intervals. 

On  the  1st  April  last,  improvements  in  the  collections  in  various  parts  of  the  district 
were  brought  into  operation  w'ith  the  result  that  some  ten  parishes  had  a fortnightly 
collection  of  household  refuse  and  the  remaining  parishes  had  a collection  on  a three- 
weekly cycle. 

It  is  not  possible  to  further  reduce  the  collection  times  unless  additional  motor 
vehicles  are  purchased  and  put  into  operation.  This  is  not  considered  to  be  possible 
at  the  present  moment  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  maintaining  crews  for  the  constant 
operation  of  an  increased  service,  as  the  whole  of  the  labour  of  the  district  is  absorbed 
by  the  brick  industry  and  also  by  the  motor  vehicle  manufacturing  industry  in  Luton. 

The  emptying  of  closet  pails  is  now  carried  out  in  every  Parish  in  the  district. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  request  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  three  months  free  of 

charge. 

A charge  of  25  /-  per  emptying  is  levied  by  the  Council  where  this  is  exceeded. 

Direct  labour  is  employed  with  six  vacuum  tank  motor  emptiers.  The  soil  is 
disposed  of  by  composting  it  in  straw  lagoon,  and  by  spraying  on  agricultural  land.

7.  SHOPS  AND  PREMISES. 

Five  lock-up  shops  have  certificates  of  exemption  under  Section  38  (2)  and  (6)  of 
the  Shops  Act  1950,  sanitary  conveniences  being  available  within  a reasonable  distance 

All  other  shops  have  sanitary  accommodation  on  the  premises  for  the  use  of  assis- 
tants. 


8.  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Caravans  licensed  under  Section  269,  Public  Health  Act,  1936  : — 

Two  caravans  on  single  sites  are  licensed  for  use  as  living  accommodation. 

9.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  was  found  necessary. 

10.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

(a)  Public. 

No  swimming  pools  are  owned  by  this  Authority. 

(b)  Privately  owned  and  open  to  the  public. 

Eversholt. — A small  open  air  bath,  supplied  from  a lake.  Privately  owned, 
managed  by  the  Parish  Council,  the  children  of  the  parish  are  admitted  free,  a small 
charge  is  made  to  adults. 

Husborne  Crawley.— 60,000  gallons  capacity,  fed  from  private  water  supply. 

Woburn. — Similar  to  Husborne  Crawley,  filled  from  main  water  supply. 

All  are  emptied  and  refilled  at  intervals,  and  in  the  intervening  periods  chlorine 
olution  is  sprayed  on  the  surface  and  the  water  agitated. 
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In  addition  to  use  by  parishioners,  the  Education  Authority  utilise  the  three  pools 
I for  instruction  of  school  children  who  are  conveyed  from  the  surrounding  villages  by 
motor  coach  during  the  summer  terms. 

(c)  Private  Swimming  Pools. 

Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park. — An  open  air  pool  is  provided  for  this  girls’ 
hoarding  school.  A natural  spring  gives  the  pool  a continuous  flow. 

The  Knoll  School,  Aspley  Heath. — A similar  boarding  school  for  boys,  this  has 
! a small  pool  filled  from  the  main  water  supply.  It  is  periodically  emptied  and  refilled. 

11.  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

1.  (a)  No  Council  Houses  were  found  to  be  infested. 

( b ) i.  Two  other  houses  were  infested  and 

ii.  dealt  with  by  the  Council. 

2.  The  rooms  and  furniture  were  fumigated  with  “ Parafog  ” generators  followed 
1 where  necessary  by  spraying  with  “ Zaldecide  ” containing  D.D.T. 

3.  Inspection  is  made  of  the  furniture  of  a prospective  tenant  to  ensure  that  it  is 
free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  a Council  House. 

4.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

5.  Prevention  of  re-infestation  after  cleansing,  is  secured  by  re-inspection,  advice 
and  supervision. 


HOUSING 

146  houses  have  been  completed  in  the  year  by  the  Local  Authority  (making  the 
total  to  date  since  the  post-war  programme  commenced,  1,205)  and  45  by  private  enter- 
prise. Some  4,693  sq.  yds.  of  roadway  was  constructed  in  connection  with  the  Council’s 
housing  development. 

Grants  were  made  to  cover  w’orks  of  improvement  on  nine  dwellings. 

Slum  Clearance. 

The  position  in  regard  to  defective  and  insanitary  houses  has  been  carefully  kept 
under  review  during  the  year.  Inspections  and  visits  have  been  made  and  as  a result 
the  following  action  has  been  taken. 

Number  of  houses  demolished  as  a result  of  informal  contact  with  owners — 13. 

Number  of  houses  which  have  been  restored  and  repaired  as  a result  of  in- 
formal contact  with  owners — 37. 

Number  of  houses  in  respect  of  which  owners  have  given  undertakings  not 
to  let  and  which  are  still  in  force — 2. 

The  other  cases  are  the  subject  of  consultation  between  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ; and  during  the  next  year  will  receive  detailed  con- 
sideration. 

During  the  year  the  position  has  been  assisted  by  the  very  thoughtful  co-operation 
of  the  Council’s  Housing  Committee  in  giving  the  tenancy  of  Council  Houses  to  persons 
living  in  sub-standard  houses.  In  a number  of  cases  when  such  houses  have  been 
vacated  it  has  enabled  the  owners  to  improve  them.  This  work  of  improvement  could 
not  be  carried  out  whilst  the  tenant  was  in  occupation. 

I am  happy  to  state  that  the  Council  is  fully  alive  to  this  question  and  are  dealing 
with  it  in  a very  satisfactory  way. 
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Welfare  of  Tenants. 

Tenants  are  sometimes  moved  into  Council  Houses  whose  circumstances  have  been 
difficult  and  who  in  their  previous  cottage  were  inclined  to  be  dirty  in  their  habits  and 
ways.  Such  cases  have  been  sympathetically  watched  and  by  means  of  personal  contact 
and  helpful  guidance  1 am  happy  to  report  that  there  has  been  a marked  improvement 
and  the  happiness  and  improved  conditions  have  shown  the  Council’s  action  to  be  well 
worth  while. 

In  this  question  of  keeping  contact  and  helping  tenants  in  a very  sympathetic  and 
real  way  the  Officers  of  the  Council  have  all  co-operated  and  this  has  been  much  appreci- 
ated by  the  tenants. 

Requisitioned  Properties. 

The  remaining  four  houses  under  requisition  by  the  Council  were  released  during 
the  year. 


Exchange  of  Tenancies. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  prior  to  the  issue  of  the  Report  of  the  Central  Housing 
Advisory  Committee  the  Council  had  established  a record  for  listing  of  persons  desiring 
exchanges  of  houses  and  had  already  been  able  to  assist  this  work  with  beneficial  results. 

During  1954  it  increased  and  altogether  15  exchanges  took  place. 

Exchange  of  Council  Houses  within  the  district  7 

Exchange  of  Council  Houses  outside  the  district  6 

Exchange  between  tenants  of  Private  Landlords  and  Council  Houses 

within  the  district 2: 

A further  feature  in  connection  with  housing  which  has  been  sympathetically 
considered  by  the  Council  is  the  approach  to  Private  Landlords  of  the  smaller  houses 
when  a larger  family  is  being  rehoused,  to  secure  that  a needy  person  on  the  housing  list 
is  given  a tenancy  of  the  vacated  house.  Landlords  have  willingly  co-operated  and  by 
so  doinr,  the  maximum  use  of  housing  accommodation  to  needy  people  has  been  secured. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  976  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  Council 
Houses. 

The  tenancies  of  10  Council  Houses  were  transferred. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council’s  sewers  and  refuse  dumps  are  systematically  treated  and  all  the  Council 
Houses  were  inspected  and  treatment  rendered  where  necessary. 

In  addition  4 business  premises  and  493  dwelling  houses  were  disinfested. 

A flat  rate  charge  of  5 /-  per  hour  of  the  operative’s  time  is  made  to  the  occupiers 
of  business  premises  which  includes  travelling  expenses  and  cost  of  poison  and  bait. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949  ( Section  20). 

Action  was  taken  in  one  instance  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regu- 
lations, 1949. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  21  retail  dairymen.  Four  retailers  outside  the  district  have  supple- 
mentary licences  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Pasteurised  Milk.  Seven  retailers  have 
licences  to  retail  Pasteurised  and  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  and  two  to  retail  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk,  and  four  to  retail  Pasteurised  Milk. 

( b ) Ice  Cream. 

There  are  46  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream.  Four  new  registrations 
were  made  during  the  year,  the  majority  of  retailers  stock  only  pre-packed  blocks.  One 
premises  is  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  and  uses  a “Cold  Mix”  prepara- 
tion. Twenty  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  results  of  bacterio- 
logical examinations  were  as  follows  : — 

Grade  I — 13.  Grade  II — 7. 


Meat  Inspection. 

On  the  de-control  of  meat  supplies  on  the  3rd  of  July,  1954,  eleven  slaughterhouses 
had  been  licensed  in  readiness,  and  nine  of  these  were  put  into  immediate  use.  Two 
others  were  licensed  later  and  are  now  in  casual  use. 


I he  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  up  to  the  31st  of  December 
1954,  is  1,982.

The  inspections  have  been  mainly  carried  out  in  the  evenings  and  at  week-ends. 
I his  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  butchers  are  dependent  on  labour  which  can  only  be 
obtained  outside  normal  working  hours.  The  butchers  are  engaged  in  managing  their 
businesses  during  the  day-time  and  the  transport  of  animals  from  the  markets  is  normally 
carried  out  at  the  end  of  the  day.  Thus  the  slaughtering  is  mainly  carried  out  outside 
normal  hours.

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  again  during  the  year,  otherwise  the  incidence  o 
infectious  disease  was  low. 

An  outbreak  of  Infective  Hepatitis  occurred  at  Cranfield.  The  long  incubatioi 
period  (six  weeks  or  more)  in  this  disease  makes  the  tracing  of  sources  of  infectioi 
difficult,  but  it  is  known  to  be  spread  by  close  personal  contact  and  by  infected  food 
The  latter  fact  is  an  added  reason  for  raising  our  standards  of  food  hygiene.
